somediing   in   all   this  from  which  some  of  our 
nianuiacturers  may  learn.

But  betore  explainmg  just  what 
i'^  iTieant  by  the  statement  that  colour-printing 
lan  be  doue,  and  is  being  done,  far  more  efficiently 
and  artistically  in  Great  Britain  than  in  Bavaria, 
we  may  as  well  take  a  glance  at  the  way  the 
paper-making  industry  has  been  built  up  in  the 
German  empire.  It  wa^  some>vliere  in  the 
fourtcerth  century  that  the  manufacture  began, 
but  it  was  not  until  Swedish  trains  discovered 
the  use  of  wood  pulp  in  iSyz  that  r  ofessor 
Miischerlich  employed  bleached  wood  pulp  on 
d  I  »rge  scale.     After  that  it  grew  apace. 

Then  is  no  need  to  go  uito  the  later  develop- 
ments.

VViTfiOUT  doubt  the  greatest  Ojipoir unities  lor 
the  British  manufaf  t  urer  will  ari>^e  in  conrectiori 
^Mth  the  hoiTir'  demand.  There  are  various 
trad.^  oigaiji^i.uicms  in  ex'stence  which  have 
stiivai  for  years  past  to  press  heme  the  fact 
upon  the  public  that  nurn^-  classes  of  British 
manufactured  goods  compare  favourably  in  point 
of  value  and  price  with  similar  -oods  made  on  the 
Continent  rhat  have  a  readier  sale.  Fheir  .:fforts 
were  reinforced  by  tlio  "  All-British  "  sliopping 
movement.  The  quality  and  even  the  sr.peri- 
ority  of  many  of  our  manufactures  of  the  kind 
most  usually^  bought  from  the  Continent  were 
then  successluSly  demonstrated  in  a  thousand 
shops  througliout  the  country. 

But  the  bia^^  in  fa\(>ar  oi  the  foreign  article 
has  always  l)een  so  pronounced  that  the  results 
ot  that  vindiraf  ion  cannot  be  said  to  have'-'eached 
expectations.     In  regard  to  textiles,  which  were 


t.1 
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priiicipaliy  ooiicerncd  in  the  campaign,  ladies, 
who  are  the  principal  consum-Ts,  have  needed  a 
great  deal  of  con  vine  I '•it^.  If  it  is  I  rue  the  p«3pulat 
idea  is  that  nobody  can  wite  jmisio  unless  he  has 
a  foreign- soiiiuliiig  .lamt,  il  is  doibly  trjc  tha* 
milliiicry  and  weariLg  apparel  s.ubject  to  fasliioTj's 
changeii  arc  look«*d  at  askance  if  known  to  be  c/ 
British  origin. 

The  cessaii'^!.  ji  supplies  trom  the  Contineni 
af/ords  our  nianufanttners  a  valuable  opport^jnity 
to  giv*-.  Ihis  ^aper^fition  its  death-blow.  D-^mand 
for  the  claii.-.ei  of  goods  made  tiiere  will  uii- 
doubt rdiy  ari'ie.  ft  is  only  a  •.jue>;tioi\  of  a  feve 
more  weeki-  of  national  security,  imj  we  sh.n]l 
find  the  old  conndenc!.^  of  slioppers  return,  and 
prohcfoly  tlie  more  i)ronf)imcvd  by  reason  of  its 
being  a  reartion.  Arute  manntd.::turers  will  bear 
tfus  in  mind  at  a  time  like  the  present,  when  the. 
only  p03.:.'tble  hne  of  acticn,  .shjii:  <A  -r-losing  th"ir 
worKs,  IS  "  making  for  sterk  "'  It  will  b:;  a  good 
tidrig  for  many  such  firm^-  to  make  for  stoek,  an;] 
to  continue  doing  so  ift.  antif  ip:ition  of  times 
when  they  will  need  !o  dnw  lieavilv  on  the  ac.u- 
mnlilion.  By  so  doing  tiey  will  keep  employ- 
ment stfvidy/fcuid  safegu  ird,  thon>,h  this  may 
seem  a  remote  continge:r  f-y  just  no^v,  against 
congestion  of  orderi^.,  many  o*  which  tliey  may  have 
to  re'U-=e  through  the  absorption  of  their  opera -li\'es 
by  other  tradi  s  and  centres  of  employ  mint. 
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To  take  on?  branch  of  the  textile  trade  wliicli 
has  been  (massing  thioui^h  depiotably  bad  times 
of  late — the  lacn  trade,  'i'hc  depiession  has  b;-eii 
largely  attriixited  to  changes  of  fashion,  and 
beyond  doubt  this  i",-  [jatly  tbc  cause  ,  b\it  an 
even  more  impoifanl  rew.son  i^^  the  aggvessivx^ncss 
of  ContiiK  ntai  conipc'.ition,  The'iigii  Nottingiraro 
has  held  it?  own  1 ,1  standard  lac-^^  product'3  ';Iie 
novelty  f'ekl  has  been  raptured  i)y  foreign  hrms. 
JMauen  and  elsewheie  have  supphed  the  Knghsh 
market  with  perhiips  'ourjiflhs  oi  our  tiioi.mous 
supply  cl  faney  lace  ^lovellieb.  Will  Nottnigham 
dcciine  this  opportunity  so  conveniently  put  mto 
1  er  hands  ■•' 

Everywhere  t'le  talc  could  he  repeated.  In 
silk-^  and  dress  ma^  rials.  ho<^iery,  g'ovcs,  fancy 
leather  goods,  and  all  the  uinurnerabie  articles 
oi  attire  of  the  ''  novelty  "  order,  lor  which  the 
Continent  i-as  practically  a  riioaopoly.  there  are 
big  openings  ahead  fo^'  ti)C  British  manufc<cturor. 
(Ternian  toy  ruanufauturers  hovc  put  the  British 
makers  out  oi  the  mnning  execpt  (or  the  belter- 
el-  goods,  in  which  tlu-ie  lias  be^n  a  reviv'al  t..: 
recent  years.  Tht  disability  \^-as  lanvly  an 
economic  one.  V.'e  could  \vA  hope  to  compete 
with  Germany's  prices.  But  under  th'..  diheie'it 
condiiions  of  the  lutuie  there  might  be  a  different 
tale  to  tell. 


CHAPTER   XX 


Tiir  following  oftirnal  announcement  has  been 
ifesued  bv  tlic  Treasorv  for  pubhc.ation  ■ 

S<^me  doul'ts  having:  ari'^en  as  to  the  mcanini^ 
and  appiicatiou  oli  the  prock; nation  again-1 
trading  ^\-'.th  tht.^  enemy,  the  Cioveniment  authorise 
the  followiLc  f;Xpionata>n  \'>  be  piibUsbed  : 

1.  For  the  purpose  oi  decidmg  what  tran.-- 
actions  '^itli  foreign  t)adcrs  ar^i  p>?tniitted  the 
important  tiling  is  to  con<id(  r  wiicre  the  foreign 
trader  i-  sides  anc?  carries  oii  busin^•ss,  ami  not 
the  natic-naLly  of  the  foreii;n  trader. 

2,  Conseqvierilly  there  i.;,  as  a  rule,  no  c-bjectiun 
l(>  Brit  is]  1  firms  tradhig  with  (h;vman  or  Austrian 
\\nn\^  e:-tabii-.>Uv;d  in  neutral  or  British  territory. 
What  tr.  raohijiti^d  is  tra<ie  with  any  firms 
established  iu  hostile  I /rritory. 

i.  It.    a    firm    wtb    headquarters    in    hostile 
tor/itory    fias   a    branch   in    neutral    or   British 
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territory,  trade  with  the  branch  is  (apart  from 
prohibitions  in  special  cases)  permissible  as 
long  as  the  trade  is  bnna-hdu  with  the  bianch 
and  no  transaction  with  the  head  office  is  in- 
volved. 

4.  Commercial  contracts  enterr'd  into  before 
war  broke  out  with  firm^  established  in  hostile 
territory  canDot  be  performed  during  the  war, 
and  payments  under  them  ought  not  to  be  made 
to  snch  firms  during  the  war.  Where,  however, 
notliing  remains  to  t)e  done  save  to  pay  tor  goods 
already  delivered,  or  for  services  already  rendered, 
there  is  no  objection  to  making  the  payment. 

Whether  contracts  entered  into  before  war 
are  suspended  or  terminated  is  a  question  of 
law  wliich  may  depend  on  circumb'anccs,  and 
in  cases  oi  doubt  British  linns  must  consult  their 
own  legal  advisers.  Jhis  explanation  is  issued 
in  order  to  promote  confidence  and  ceitainty  in 
British  commercial  transactions,  but  it  nuist  be 
understood  tliat  in  case  of  need  the  Government 
wll  still  be  free  to  impo>e  strict*  1  regulations  or 
special  prohibitions  in  the  national  interest. 


German  articles  patented  in  England  are 
plentiful,  and  there  is  a  great  sale  of  them, 
e^p -dally  as  regards  medicines,  chemicals,  and 
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dyes.  These  articles  may  now  be  mado  by 
British  manufacturers.  An  official  statement  is 
to  the  following  effect  ; 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  issued  rules  under 
the  Patents,  Designs,  .uid  Trade  Marks  (Tem- 
porary Rules)  Act,  1914,  n-?ulating  the  procedure 
for  the  avoidance  or  suspension  of  any  patent  (^r 
licence  granted  to,  or  trade  mark,  the  proprietor 
of  which  is  a  sul>i'^ct  of  ;unv  State  at  war  with  his 
Majesty. 

V/here  an  application  is  made  to  the  Board  for 
this  purpose,  they  must  be  satisfied  that  tlu- 
appU.ant  intends  to  manufacture  the  article 
concernc^d  or  carry  on  tlic  pat-,  iited  process,  and 
also  that  it  is  ir>  the  public  interest  that  this  shuald 

be  done. 

Tbe  niJes  provide  also  for  the  avoidance  or 
suspension  of  any  apph«;.-i.tion  for  a  patent  or 
tiade  L-raik  by  thr;  subject  of  an  cjiemy  Statr-
